BERLIN, Nov. 19‘! learned eve | 
erything in my ycuth, except werk.” 

These words, wrung from a tortur- 
ed soul, explained the secret of Bu-: 
dapest’s most sensational and most 
mysterious murder cf reccent years. | 

The victim of it was Arthus von: 
Sgyedy, one of the best known fi-! 
gures on Pudapest and Vienwa race! 
courses, many-fold millionaire . and! 
owner of a princely estate, with al 
famous racing stable. 

The speaker was Ernest ven Fro- 
reich, Arthur von Egyedy’s own son- 
in-law, husband of the victim's only 
daughter. He had just confessed. 
that he had strangled his rich father- | 
in-law with hy own hands because 
his father-in-law had 
vance him about $4,000.

Ernest von Froreich was the son 
' 


of a field marshal, spoke five lan-' 
guages fluently, was a passionate 
musician and composer whose com- | 
positions were not without merit, a 
well known man about town, and a, 
pepular figure in Budapest's aristo- 
cratic and artistic circles -a man of 
many “accomplishments” and fine 
manners, but without any talent for 
work. 


Von Egvedy had been found dead , 
in his bed at his castle. The physi- 
(ian said it was suicide. But the 
coroner discovered that in the whole | 
room there was no cfoportunity for | 
hanging ones-self though the neck of | 
the yictim showed unmistakable 
signs of strangulation. 

The servants were quizzed and im- 
mediately suspicion was directed to-; 
ward von Froreich. He das arrested 
and brought back to the castle.

His father-in- 
law, who had saved him repeatedly, 
refused to give him more. 

He went to Castle Egyed to see 
his father-in-law  perscnally.

Von Egyedy became 
enraged, called his son-in-law an 
idler and a gocd-for-nothing on whom 
he didn't intend tc waste any more 
Next day he was found dead. 
Von Froreich had seized him in his 
strangled him. Then he 
had destroyed all traces of the mur- 
der and attempted to make it seem 
a_ suicide. 

Amid sobs, Von Froreich told his 
story and ended it in a pathetic at- 
tempt at explanation with the werds
